AND     DISTRICT    CHIEF 

The  1%9  fire  season  Avas  a  quiet  one  in  this  area. 
Frequent  rains  kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum  and  there 
were  few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job 
would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  Laws 
that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of 
these  laws  follows : 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or 
near  woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  grass 
burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good 
habit.  Keep  our  town  free  from  fires  in  1970.
